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MEET Evelyn Forde - the 
woman tasked with bring¬ 
ing Ely College out of special 
measures. 

Evelyn, a teacher for 15 
years, of which seven have 
been spent in a senior role, has 
been appointed as the college’s 
new principal by the CfBT 
Schools Trust; which oversees 
the management of the school. 

The college’s former princi¬ 
pal, Catherine Jenkinson-Dix, 
both her deputies, Martha Ball 
and Richard Baker, as well as 
the governors, resigned on the 
last day of term in March fol¬ 
lowing a damning Ofsted re¬ 
port. 

The school was placed in to 
special measures after being 
rated as ‘inadequate’ by Of¬ 
sted, who visited the school in 
February - news that rocked 
the Ely community as in its 
inspection in 2013, the college 
was rated as ‘good’ in all areas. 

This week Ofsted said im¬ 


provements were also still re¬ 
quired at Soham Village Col¬ 
lege. (Story on page 2) 

Much has been reported 
since the inspectors’ rating of 
Ely College, however it is now 
down to Evelyn, with the sup¬ 
port of consultant headteacher 
fill Coughlan, two new deputy 
principals, Martin Serrao and 
Janet Hallett, and the new 
academy council, to improve 


the school. 

Speaking to Ely News in her 
office this week, mum-of-three 
Evelyn said: “I know I’ve got a 
big job on my hands but the 
opportunities to make a differ¬ 
ence to the school and its pu¬ 
pils and staff are immense. It’s 
about putting structures and 
systems in place; ones that are 
clear and simple.” 

Evelyn came to Ely Col¬

lege last month from Lang- 
don Academy in East London, 
where she was senior vice 
principal. 

She has worked at six large 
comprehensive schools in 
London, which have ranged in 
‘outstanding’ to being in ‘spe¬ 
cial measures’. 

She said: “I’ve worked in 
schools which have been put 
in special measures and I’d say 
Ely College feels like a school 
that requires significant im¬ 
provement and that is what I 
am here to do. 

“My vision is to make it a 
school where all students ful¬ 
fill their potential, where all 
staff feel valued and are given 
the opportunity to develop 
and grow, and to make Ely a 
community that is proud of

Soham school 
‘must improve’

IMPROVEMENTS are still required at So¬ 
ham Village College, Ofsted inspectors 
have ruled. 

Assessors visited the academy last month 
and say that although the school is “con¬ 
tinuously improving” it has not improved 
enough over the last two years to make its 
rating ‘good’. 

It comes three months after Ofsted ruled 
that Witchford Village College had slipped 
from ‘good’ to ‘requires improvement’ in 
all areas and a few weeks after Ely College 
was placed into special measures. 

Ofsted had not published Soham Vil¬ 
lage College’s report by the time Ely News 
went to press but according to the college, 
inspectors said leadership at all levels was 
praised as being “highly committed and 
ambitious”. 

In a statement, the school said: “They 
particularly praised the academy’s self- 
evaluation and improvement plans, add¬ 
ing that these were accurate and focussed 
well on the areas which required improve¬ 
ment. 

“Governors were singled out for praise. 
Inspectors said governance was effective, 
while governors themselves had a wide 


range of skills which benefitted the acad¬ 
emy. Students were highlighted for their 
good behaviour and attitudes to work. 
The academy was praised for its systems 
to promote good behaviour and the safety 
and welfare of students.” 

The school said that inspectors reported 
the college still needs to improve its qual¬ 
ity of teaching, and to improve the rates of 
students’ progress. 

Dr Carin Taylor, college principal, said: “I 
am pleased that Ofsted recognised the im¬ 
provements which have taken place since 
the last inspection. 

“I pay tribute to the staff and their con¬ 
tinuing commitment to raising standards, 
and to the students, who were rightly 
praised by the inspectors for their good be¬ 
haviour and attitudes to work. 

“Leadership at all levels remains highly 
committed and ambitious for our students. 
We will work together to create a new ac¬ 
tion plan to ensure that we are above na¬ 
tional average on every measure.” 

Chair of governors, Nicola Close, added: 
“This report has picked up on many of 
Soham Village College’s strengths and has 
highlighted the successful leadership and 
management that makes us an improving 
school. 

“Whilst the overall judgement is disap¬ 
pointing, I am proud to be part of the team 
that continues to strive for excellence.”

their local school.” 

She said: “I believe that 
every student should receive 
an inspiring education, that 
each student should be 
treated with respect, and as 
an individual, and that all 
of the school’s stakeholders 
and responsible for making 
this happen. 

“It’s about making sig¬ 
nificant progress over time. 
The school had a follow-up 
Ofsted inspection 13 days 
after I started and it was 
positive. There will be four 


more visits over the next two 
years, including one in the 
autumn. 

“I think it’d be unrealistic 
to say the school will be out 
of special measures by then 
but my aim is to make that 
happen, and with the amaz¬ 
ing drive that staff and stu¬ 
dents are already showing, 
it won’t be long before we’ve 
achieved that.” 

Evelyn said that the for¬ 
mer principal’s ‘zero-toler¬ 
ance policy’, which proved 
controversial, had been 
“toned down” and that it 
would be fully abolished by 


September. 

She said: “I think the ze¬ 
ro-tolerance policy could 
have been what was needed 
when it was introduced but 
I don’t feel it was needed for 
so long. 

“I think it maybe took the 
focus away from learning 
and, for me, learning and 
the pupils engaging when 
they are here is what is key. 

“Anyway, I’m not here 
to talk about the past and 
dwell on how things were at 
the college. We are focussing 
on the future now as that is 
what is important.”

CAT owners are being urged 
to have their pets neutered 
to stop unwanted kittens be¬ 
ing born - and feline AIDS 
from spreading. 

Ely and District Cats Pro¬ 
tection is at bursting point 
and with kitten season now 
well under way, the charity 
is expecting more and more 
unwanted pregnant cats and 
litters to be handed in. 

The charity has teamed 
up with all veterinary prac¬ 
tices in the Ely area to run 
its ‘Neuter Your Cat For £5’ 
campaign, and Linda Hutch¬ 
inson, who runs the charity’s 
local branch from her home 
in Little Downham, is urging 
cat owners to take advantage 
of the scheme. 

She said: “It really isn’t 
rocket science. If you don’t 
get your female cat neutered 
she is highly likely to fall 
pregnant and if you don’t get 
your male cat done he will be 
out there mating the females 
that haven’t been done.

getting their cats neutered 
and our campaign enables 
anyone who is on benefits 
or a low income, or who 
has more cats than they can 
cope with, to get them done 
for just £5.

Makings now 
‘too expensive’

THE City of Ely Council has 
been accused of allowing The 
Maltings to fall into a state of 
disrepair - and for making it 
too expensive to hire. 

It was in March last year that 
the city council took over the 
responsibility of the popular 
venue, in Ship Lane, from the 
district council. 

However, local groups have 
criticised the council for in¬ 
creasing the costs of hiring the 
venue while allowing the facili¬ 
ties there to ‘deteriorate’. 

Katherine Marshall, who 
runs Octagon Dance Studios 
in Ely, said: “We hold a big 
dance production at the Malt¬ 
ings every summer and when 
I went to book the venue this 
year I was told the weekend 
rate for hiring it would be £95 
an hour, which is ridiculous. 

“It used to cost us £50 an 
hour, and even that was ne¬ 
gotiable. How can the council 
justify putting the price up so 
much when the building is 
meant to be for community 
use? They’re making it too ex¬ 
pensive to hire. 


“I’ve booked it because I love 
the venue but we’ll now have 
to charge more for our tickets 
just to cover the increase in 
costs.” 

Katherine added: “The state 
of the building is appalling. I 
was gobsmacked when I went 
to have a look around; it’s dete¬ 
riorated a lot.” 

Daniel Bell, who runs So- 
ham-based KD Theatre Pro¬ 
ductions, said: “The situation 
with the Maltings is frustrating 
because it’s such a great venue 
but the council doesn’t seem to 
be doing anything with it. 

“We’d love to do more there 
but trying to speak to anyone 
at the council about hiring it is 
a nightmare. It needs someone 
with expertise to go in there 
and really turn it into every¬ 
thing it could be.” 


Cllr Lis Every, chairman of 
the city council, said a new 
events manager is due to start 
at the venue next month. 

She said: “We are not aware 
of any community groups who 
have not booked the Maltings 
because of price. 

“The council has worked 
with individual groups and 
clients and has maintained a 
good level of bookings with 
flexibility offered, including 
discounts for not-for-profit 
community groups and chari¬ 
ties, staggered payments and 
opportunities for them to run 
their own bars. 

‘An events manager is start¬ 
ing in June. The council be¬ 
lieves that she and the team 
she will lead will provide just 
the venue that everyone wants 
to see.”

Cambridge Airport 

■ Wind turbines have been shown 
to have detrimental effects on the 
performance of MoD ATC and range 
control radars, sometimes creating 
false aircraft on air traffic controllers' 
screens 

■ Desensitisation of radar could 
result in aircraft not being detected 
and therefore not seen by controllers 

■ Real aircraft can be obscured by 
turbine radar returns, making tracking 
of conflicting unknown aircraft much 
more difficult for controllers. 

Controllers use the radar to separate 
and sequence both military and 
civilian aircraft in this "uncontrolled" 
airspace. Radar is the only way to do 
this safely and the integrity of radar 
data is central to this process. 

According to the Department of 
Energy and Climate Change - Aviation 
Plan 2015 - "there is no universal 
solution to mitigating the impact of 
wind turbines on radar. . . There is not 
one technical mitigation solution that 
meets operational needs and satisfies 
safety and regulatory requirements in 
every circumstance." 

The fact that the MoD have real 
concerns that the three giant wind 
turbines to be sited at Berry Fen could 
compromise air safety demonstrates 
that the structures are not acceptable 
in this location. We live where military 
and civilian aircraft fly and practice 
flying on a daily basis and the risk of 
serious incidents will increase if the 
turbines are built - otherwise the MoD 
would not be objecting. 

Once again we urge ECDC to 
overturn the plans of REG Wind power 
at the forthcoming planning meeting.

Ely will suffer 

PELCO have made an application 
to build a large pelleting plant (100 
metres long with a 47-metre high 
tower) on Potter's Land in Ely. 

This raises major concerns because 
the proposed site is adjacent to the 
reed beds and Roswell Pits; both are 
part of the Site of Special Scientific 
interest (SSSI) and therefore protected 
by the National Planning Policy 
Framework. 

Noise and light have a cumulative 
effect on local residents and wildlife. 
The plant will operate 24 hours a day, 
365 days a year. 

Three lorry loads of straw will arrive 
every hour and three empty lorries 
will leave. 

The straw will come from a radius 
of 50 miles and it will not be possible 
to ensure that lorries arrive at regular 
intervals nor will it be possible to 
prevent lorries taking short cuts 
through local villages. 

The road along the river is heavily 
used already and is not suitable for 
heavy lorries. The incessant grinding 
noise will be heard by local people 
especially at night. 

The noise and light pollution will 
have an adverse effect on wildlife. 

The site is adjacent to the Site 
of Special Scientific Interest that is 
protected by the National Planning 
Policy Framework. 

Noise pollution has a cumulative 
effect on birds such as bitterns and 
this could be the last straw. 

I am concerned that the 
ecological reports submitted with 
the application are not sufficiently 
rigorous and, for example, underplay 


the effects of the development on 
birds such as the turtle dove, a red list 
species, and the Bittern. 

The site is adjacent to the country 
park and the additional noise and rail 
traffic will detract from local people's 
enjoyment of the area. 

The idea of clean renewable 
biofuel is seductive; biofuels release 
carbon into atmosphere and in theory 
an equivalent amount of carbon is 
absorbed by the next crop. 

However, other environmental and 
financial costs need to be factored 


into the equation; the cost building 
of the pelleting plant, the fuel used 
to operate the plant, the fuel for 
transporting the straw, the fuel 
required for the empty lorries' return 
journey, empty, the cost of producing 
and transporting the chemicals used 
in the processing plant and the cost of 
moving the pellets by rail. 

Figures comparing the total 
monetary and environmental costs of 
producing energy from straw pellets 
with costs of producing power from 
straw bales have not been made 


available. 

Until these figures are available, it 
would be unwise to be influenced by 
any perceived environmental benefit 
of the project. 

Pelco's parent company's website 
outlines its prestige redevelopment 
project in the centre of Norwich 
including a power station powered 
by pelleted straw delivered to the site 
by rail and produced by Pelco in Ely. 
We will bear the environmental costs 
of Norwich's green fuel. 

Norwich's gain will be Ely's pain. 


The irony is that Norwich is within 
the 50-mile radius from Pelco's 
proposed pelleting plant in Ely and 
so straw from farms near Norwich 
could travel in total almost 100 miles, 
plus the return journey of the empty 
lorry in order to provide biomass for 
Norwich.

Talbot has jail 
term reduced 


AN ex-police chaplain who 
was jailed for making and 
possessing child pornogra¬ 
phy has had his sentence re¬ 
duced. 

Stephen Talbot was jailed 
for 15 months in February af¬ 
ter he admitted making and 
possessing indecent photo¬ 
graphs of children and per¬ 
verting the court of justice at 
Cambridge Crown Court. 

Talbot, formerly of Main 
Street, Little Downham, had 
served as Cambridgesh¬ 
ire Constabulary’s chaplain 
since 2011 before admitting 
his activities to his boss in 
panic after an internet black¬ 
out hit the village. 

The “technically chal¬ 
lenged” 63-year-old became 
convinced his perverted 
downloads were being moni¬ 
tored, the court heard. 

fohn Farmer, prosecuting, 
said: “All the offended arose 
out of his admission stipulat¬ 
ed by his belief he had been 
caught by the internet. He 
admitted in the short police 
interview that he had been

humiliated.” 

The court heard the father- 
of-two had developed an 
interest in children after be¬ 
coming addicted to internet 
porn from as early as 2009. 

While his vicar wife was at 
a conference with her church 
last year, Talbot was surfing 
the web for images when 
the internet suddenly went 
down. 

He phoned Sky to find out 
if it could be fixed when he 
received a message saying 
“someone may contact you 
in 24 hours”. In panic he sent 
a resignation email to his 
then-friend Assistant Chief 
Constable Mark Hopkins. 

During an ensuing phone 
call, Tabot admitted every¬ 
thing to him on October 1 
last year. Before his arrest the 
same day, the vicar smashed 
up his computer hard-drive 
and scattered the pieces 


around bins in Ely and So- 
ham. 

But on a second computer 
police found 14 indecent im¬ 
ages of children as young as 
8, including one in the most 
serious category. 

Talbot was jailed for 15 
months but last week judges 
at London’s Criminal Court 
of Appeal ruled his sentence 
was too long - and slashed it 
to nine months. 

His barrister, Mark McDon¬ 
ald, argued the sentence was 
too tough and that it should 
have been suspended. 

Refusing to free Talbot, Mr 
justice Spencer said a jail 
term was correct for the ‘seri¬ 
ous offence’ of destroying the 
hard drive. 

But he added: “We are 
persuaded that the circum¬ 
stances of this case were so 
exceptional that a more mod¬ 
est starting point could have 
been taken by the judge.” 

The judge said Talbot had 
already served most of his 
sentence and would shortly 
be freed.

Focussing in 
on tiny beasts

VOLUNTEERS involved 
with the Great Ouse Wetland 
project are about to share 
the secret lives of some of 
the UK’s smallest species of 
wildlife. 

Voracious water beetles, 
delicate damselfly nymphs 
and a multitude of moths 
will become the stars of 
wildlife films created by the 
team of volunteers. 

The Wildfowl and Wet¬ 
lands Trust (WWT) centre 
in Welney is the location for 
a macro filming workshop 
for the volunteers - and the 
public can take part. 

The workshop will intro¬ 
duce the participants to this 
type of filming, provide sub¬ 
jects for them to practice on 
and hopefully increase their 
confidence in the field. 

Adam Finch, media pro¬ 
duction officer, said: “This 
project is absolutely fantas¬ 
tic for connecting people 
with wildlife and raising 
awareness of the amazing 
diversity of species we have 
in the region. 

“Considering some of the 



volunteers had never picked 
up a video camera before, 
the quality of the footage is 
superb. 

“Without their help, we 
would not be able to tell 
such a detailed story of 
the beautiful array of spe¬ 
cies and natural spectacles 
across the seasons.

‘War was over... everyone 
went completely dotty!’ 


It wasn't just men who led us to victory in the 
Second World War: more than half a million 
young women joined the armed forces too, 
including Cambridge nanny Kathleen Skin. The 
former Wren tells Emma Higginbotham about 
spotting Hitler, working in bombed-out houses - 
and why she'll always remember VE Day. 


P ICTURE the scene: it's a sunny May day 
almost exactly 70 years ago, and Victory in 
Europe has just been declared. 

Britain is abuzz with the news. Complete 
strangers are hugging and kissing in the street. 
Princess Elizabeth has crept out of the palace 
to join the celebrations. And Kathleen Skin, a 
young Wren from Cambridge, is stuck at the top 
of a statue in Hyde Park, dying for a wee... 

She may be 94 and rather immobile now, 
but Kathleen's eyes sparkle like a child's when 
I ask if she remembers that extraordinary day. 
"Not half! London was absolutely packed 
with people marching up and down, singing 
and dancing and carrying on," she chuckles. 
"Everyone went completely and utterly dotty!" 

And Kathleen was feeling pretty dotty 
herself, as the day signified the end of several 
remarkable years spent serving as a Land Girl, a 
nurse and finally as a Wren as she 'did her bit' 
for a country at war. 

Born in December 1920, Kathleen was

i 
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one of six children growing up in 
a poor but well-educated family 
on the outskirts of Cambridge. Her 
father, an accountant, had been badly 
wounded in the First World War, "and 
he couldn't get a job, because nobody 
would employ a man who dragged 
his leg. But he was very intelligent, 
and my mother was a teacher, so we 
were extremely lucky in that they were 
interested in everything. We were a 
very happy family." 

Kathleen went to school in 
Haslingfield and Cambridge before 
starting work as a nanny. She took a job 
looking after a little girl in London and, 
aged 18, was travelling through Cologne 
en route to Denmark for a fortnight's holiday 
when she saw an extraordinary sight 
-Adolf Hitler. 

"I was in the cheapest possible room at the 
top of the hotel, and I was told 'If you want to 
see him, stand there, but 
don't move'. So I stood at 
the top of the stairs and 
oh yes, that was Hitler 
all right. And Goering, 
and the other little man, 
Goebbels. I stood there 
and watched them all 
come in." 

On the way back from 
Denmark, Kathleen 
stayed in Germany with 
some family friends, 
unaware that we were 
on the brink of war. 
"Their boys were cadets 
in the Luftwaffe, and I 
went on one of those 
'Strength through Joy' 
marches," she say. "It 
was about 20 miles - I 
was nearly dead when 
I got back." She even 
went to a Luftwaffe 
fete, "and had a go on 
the machine guns." 
Just two days after 
her holiday ended, 
Germany invaded 
Poland. 

War immediately 
began to take its toll. 
Kathleen moved with 
her employers to the 
Welsh coast, "and 
from our windows 
we could see things 
that were washed 
up on the beach. I 
remember seeing 
crates of oranges, 
toothbrushes, 
bananas - and one 
horrible day 
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I saw bodies." 

But the grisly sight didn't stem Kathleen's 
desire for adventure. Feeling "fed up", she 
left her nannying job and applied to join the 
Women's Royal Navy Service - the Wrens - 
"but they wouldn't take me because I was too 
skinny!" 

Instead she signed up for the Land Army, and 
was sent to a large estate near Bury St Edmunds 
- but was disappointed to find herself the only 
Land Girl posted there. The work was back¬ 
breaking and rather lonely - and she didn't 
enjoy fending off the romantic advances of a 
local farmer. 

After many months of digging and sowing, 
Kathleen once again applied to the WRNS, 
only to be told that they were overrun with 
volunteers. Disappointed, she moved to London 
to work for the Ambulance Service instead. 

"I was there for six months, and it was 
horrible because you kept having to go into 
where houses were wrecked." Inevitably she 
saw some shocking sights, "blood and bodies 
and parts of bodies... That was the worst thing, 
seeing people blown apart, and having to try 
and sort out whose head is that and whose 
body is that." Throwing up in the gutter, she 
admits, became a regular necessity. 

Back home, Kathleen's mother - now living 
in Pembroke Street - had retrained as a nurse 
and was working in the operating theatres at 
Addenbrooke's. "She didn't mind handling 
kidneys and whatnot," grins Kathleen. "She 
liked blood and guts - I didn't!" Nevertheless, 
she decided to join her mum, and became an 
auxiliary nurse at The Leys School, where an 
overspill hospital had been set up. 

Kathleen enjoyed her work, but was thrilled 
when a letter arrived finally offering her a 
place in the Wrens. There was just one hiccup: 
another medical had been requested to check 
her weight. Sadly, she still wasn't heavy enough, 
"but my doctor fiddled it," she confides. He 
did indeed - by noting down Kathleen's weight 
while she was wearing her coat. And her shoes. 

The Wrens, she quickly discovered, was 
considered the classiest of the forces, and 
Kathleen found herself mixing with some

terribly posh young ladies. "I met some 
wonderful people, and it opened my eyes to 
different ways of living." 

After her initial training, "where I had to run 
about with a rifle that weighed as much as I 
did," Kathleen became an armourer. Based 
at HMS Hornbill in Oxfordshire, it was her 
job to strip out the ammunition from the sea 
planes, and look after the camp's flares - the 
pyrotechnics that were used to guide planes in. 

Although she didn't face direct danger at 
work, Kathleen did have a brush with death 
while passing through the capital one day. 
"London had been bombed to hell, and every 
road had great big holes in them," she recalls. 

"I saw this bus, which was being used as an 
operating theatre, and I happened to look into 
the window - and one of the men inside looked 
out, and I thought 'I know you'." It turned out 
to be a medical student friend from Cambridge, 
"and I said 'What are you doing here?' And 
he said 'Actually I'm sawing a leg off!' He was 
covered in blood. He had just qualified, and he 
was acting as a surgeon because they hadn't got 
anybody else, you see." 

Kathleen climbed aboard - slightly alarmed 
to see a man "with his eye hanging out" - and 
asked if she could help her friend. "He said 
'Could you get me a cup of tea?' So I dropped 
everything, and I went across the road." 

She asked a shopkeeper if he'd make a brew 
for the doctor, and went back to collect her 
things, "when all of a sudden a V2 arrived, and 
blew half the street to pieces. A piece of human 
flesh was stuck to the wall right next to my 
face," she says with a shudder. "I still can't go by 
a butchers' shop. The smell of blood and flesh...

"Anyway I got my bits and I left. I don't know 
what happened after that, but I know that the 
man would've taken him a cup of tea." 

VE Day caught Kathleen rather by surprise. 

By chance she'd booked off May 8 to spend 
the day shopping in London - and didn't 
expect to find herself amidst the world's biggest 
impromptu street party. 

teaming up with another Wren, the pair 
headed to Hyde Park, "and everywhere we 
went there were millions of people - Belgians, 
French, Norwegians - and they were completely 
mad," she beams. "I 

was dragged into an 
eightsome reel and 
was being shoved 
and pushed and 
whatnot. My 
friend was quite 
frightened! 

"Then I saw this 
peculiar statue, 
man on a horse 
made of stone. 

It's about 20 
ft up, and it 
was absolutely 
crowded with 
people on it. I 
looked up, and 
said 'You know, 
if you got up there you could 
see all around...'" 

Some sailors shouted down 
to them, asking if they wanted 
to join them, "and we said yes! 

So they made a sort of chain and 
helped us up. And the people up there you 
wouldn't believe! There was someone from the 
Solomon Islands, Canadians, and all different 
languages as well." 

The girls were handed drinks, and had a 
fabulous time soaking up the incredible view. 
Eventually, though, nature called, "so I said to 
these sailors 'Do you think you could help us 
down? I'm dying to go to the loo!' So two of 
them jumped down to catch us, and a third 
man helped us from the top. 

"They took us to the nearest toilets, but there 
was about a mile-and-a-half of people queuing 
up, all hopping from one foot for the other. 


One of sailors said 'I know, come with me', 
so he made us run to the front of the queue, 
and said 'Help, my wife is pregnant and she's 
dying for the toilet', and directly the first door 
was opened, he threw me in!" 

It transpired that the two sailors were naval 
officers whose frigate was docked at the 
Embankment. They invited Kathleen and her 
friend on board for lunch, "and I said 'Ooh, 
wouldn't it be nice? I'm in the Navy and I've 
never been on a bloomin' ship!" 

Just for fun, the two young Wrens were 
piped aboard by the boatswain, "as if we were 
important people," she chuckles, "and we sat 
down and had this marvellous meal, a roast of 
some sort, and we couldn't believe that we 
were being waited on exactly as if we were 
at the Ritz." 

Later that day, exhausted but blissfully happy, 
Kathleen returned to HMS Hornbill - where 
her naval chums had clearly been having rather 
a good time too. Many were lying around the 
camp, very drunk, "and some poor Wren officer 
was going around on a low-loader lorry, 
trying to drag them on by herself. 

When she saw me, she said 'Thank 
goodness someone's come to 
help!' 

"When we'd got them all 
in, she said 'You'd better have 
something to eat, Skin'. So I went 
into the kitchen, and we could 
have whatever we wanted. We 
toasted over and over again, and I 
went to bed and I don't remember 
much about it after that!" 

After the war Kathleen became a 

teacher, and taught children everywhere from 
Malaysia to Uganda. She retired 30 years ago, 
and has lived quietly in Cambridge ever since. 
Does she still think about her wartime days? 
"Occasionally, yes I do. You saw such horrors 
that you'd never want to see again, but you 
more or less enjoyed the rest. 

"It made us all grow up very fast. Too fast. 

You missed your youth, because you were too 
busy putting things in guns to kill other people, 
or running about trying to save your own life. 

"But I was very lucky, and very proud, to 
be a Wren," she says, her eyes twinkling again. 
"You carried yourself with pride."

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 



D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

D Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move.
